found the Soil Map unsurpassed in evaluating farm lands. Farmers use the Soil Survey for soil conservation, and crop planning. 


UNDERSTANDING SOILS 


Soils often vary markedly from one place to another, even on indi- 
vidual farms. It is important to understand these soil variations, 
their causes, and significance in order to use and manage soils 
wisely and evaluate them properly. Most natural soil variations 
are due to differences in (a) parent material, (b) native vegetation, 
(c) topography and drainage, (d) climate, and (e) time or intensity 
of weathering. 


As soon as soil parent material is exposed at the earth's surface, 
natural weathering processes and soil development begin. During 
the soil-forming process, layers or horizons that roughly parallel 
the earth's surafce develop in the soil. A vertical section through 
these layers or horizons is called a soil profile. Soils are differ- 
ent iated on the basis of the characteristics and arrangement of all 
horizons in the profile to a depth of several feet. Soils having 
similar profile characteristics, including texture of the surface 
horizon, are classified in the same soil type. There are usually 


several soil types on a farm and often 50 or more soil types ina 
county. Since soil types differ in their characteristics, manage- 
ment needs, and productivity you should learn as much as possible 
about the soils with which you are concerned. 


Detailed information concerning soils is published in soil reports 
(with maps) which are available for many counties in Illinois. Pub- 
lished soil maps and reports and other available soils information 
may be obtained from the Agronomy Department, University of Illin- 
ois, Urbana, Illinois, or from the farm adviser or the Soil Conser- 
vation Service personnel in each county. Soil maps and reports 
are widely used by many persons, including farmers and farm man- 
agers, farm advisers and soil conservationists, land buyers, credit 
agencies, land appraisers and tax assessors, suppliers of fertili- 
zers and farm supplies, foresters and woodland owners, zoning and 
planning commissions, real estate dealers and home builders, teach- 
ers, and engineers and highway departments.

In non-rectongulor land descriptions, distonce is usually described in terms of either feet or 
rods (this ts especially true in surveying today), and square measure in terms of acres. Such 
descriptions are called Metes and Bounds descriptions and will be explained in detail later.

Theoretically, o township is 0 square tract of land with sides of six miles each, and contain- of a township to keep east and west lines running porallel. In other words it was impossible 


ing 36 sections of lond. Actually this is not the case. Years ago, when the original survey 
of this stote wos mode by the government engineers, they knew that it was impossible to keep 
© true north and south direction of township lines, and still keep getting township squores of 
36 squore miles. As they surveyed toward the north pole, they were constantly running out of 
lond, becouse the township lines were converging toward the north pole. 

If you will turn to one of the township mops in this plot book, you will notice that on the north 
‘ond on the west of each township, there are divisions of land which show odd acreages. In 
some townships, these odd acreages are called government lots (because they were given a lot 
number), and ot other times left as FRACTIONAL FORTIES OR EIGHTIES. It wos at the op- 
tion of the original government surveyors as to whether they would call these odd acreages 
government lots, or fractional forties and eighties. 


The reoson for these odd acreages is that the government surveyors adjusted for shortages of 
lend which developed os they went north, by making fractional forties, eighties or government 
lots out of the land on the west side of a township, and the some for the land on the north side 


to fit full squores into a circle. 


Townships sometimes vary in size from the regularly laid-out township. (see figure 6). Sup- 
pose that the dotted line in figure 6 is o river separating two counties. The land north and 
west of the river could be a township in one county, the land south and east could be a town- 
ship in another county. Which ever county the land is in, it still retoins the same section, 
town ship and range numbers for purposes of land descriptions. 

Each township has o township number and also a range number (sometimes more than one of 
each if the township is oversized, or a combination of more than one township ond ronge). 
Government surveying of townships is run from storting lines called base lines and principal 
meridians. Each township has a township number, This number is the number of rows or tiers 
of townships that o township is either north or south of the bose line, Also each township has 
range number. This number is the number of rows or tiers of townships that a township is 
either east or west of the principal meridian (See figure 7). EVERY DESCRIPTION OF LAND 
SHOULD SHOW THE SECTION, TOWNSHIP AND RANGE IT IS LOCATED IN 


TOWNSHIPS MAY BE EITHER NORTH OR SOUTH OF THE BASE LINE. 
RANGES MAY BE EITHER EAST OR WEST OF THE PRINCIPAL MERIDIAN. 


METES AND BOUNDS DESCRIPTIONS 
AND EXPLANATION OF DIRECTION IN TERMS OF DEGREES 


WHAT IS A METES AND BOUNDS DESCRIPTION? It is o description of o tract of land by 
starting af @ given point, running so mony feet o certain direction, so mony feet another dir- 
ection etc,, back to the point of beginning. EXAMPLE: In figure 1 notice the small tract of 
lond outlined, The following would be o typical metes and bounds description of that tract of 
lond. "Begin ot the center of the section, thence north 650 feet, thence east 660 feet, thence 
south 660 feet, thence west 660 feet, back to the point of beginning, and containing 10 acres, 
being o port of Sec. No, etc.” 

IMPORTANT: To locate a tract of lond from o metes ond bounds description, stort from the 
point of beginning ond follow it out (do not reod it backwards as in the cose of a rectangular 
description). 


The small tract of land just located by the above metes ond bounds description could also be 
described os the SW 1-4 SW 1-4 NE 1-4 of the section. In most cases, the same tract of land 


moy be described in different ways. The rectangular system of describing and locating land 
os shown in figures 2, 3, 4 and 5 is the most simple and almost always used when possible 


A circle contains 360 degrees. Explonation: If you start at the center of a circle and run 360 
stroight lines an equal angle apart to the edge of the circle, so os to divide the circle into 
360 equal parts, THE DIFFERANCE OF DIRECTION BETWEEN EACH LINE IS ONE DE- 
GREE. 


In land descriptions, degree recdings are not a measure of distance. They ore combined with 
either North or South, to show the direction a line runs from @ given point. 
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THE BEST WAY TO READ LAND DESCRIPTIONS IS FROM THE REAR OR BACKWARDS. 


Descriptions of lond always read FIRST from either the North or the South. In

EXAMPLE: Under figure 4, the first description reads E 1-2, SE 1-4, SW 1-4, SW 1-4, The 
lost port of the description reads SW 1-4, which means that the tract of land we ore looking 
for is somewhere in that quarter (as shown in figure 2). Next bock we find SW 1-4, which 
means the tract we ore after is somewhere in the SW 1-4 SW 1-4 (as shown in Figure 3). Next 
back, we find the SE 1-4, which means that the tract is in the SE 1-4 SW 1-4 SW 1-4 (as shown 
in figure 5). Next back ond our last part to look up, is the E 1-2 of the above, which 1s the 
location of the tract described by the whole description (as shown in figure 4). 


TO INTERPRET A LAND DESCRIPTION - LOCATE THE AREA ON YOUR TOWNSHIP PLAT,

EXAMPLE OF A LAND DESCRIPTION IN TERMS OF DEGREES 


HOW TO READ DESCRIPTIONS WHICH SHOW 
DIRECTIONS IN TERMS OF DEGREES 


In figure 8, the north-south line, ond the east-west line divide the circle into 4 equal ports, 
which means that each part contains 90 degrees as shown. Several differant direction lines 
fore shown in this diagrom, with the number of degrees each varies east or west from the north 
‘ond south storting points (remember again that all descriptions read from the north or south). 
We all know whot north-west is. It is o direction which is half-way between North ond West. 
In terms of degrees the direction north-west would read, north 45 degrees west. (See figure 8). 


At this time, study figure 8 for o minute or two. 


In figure 8, notice the small tract. The following metes and bound description will locate this 
small tract. ‘'Begin at the beginning point, thence N 20 degrees west—200 feet, thence N 75 
degrees east-1320 feet, thence S 30 degrees eost—240 feet, thence S 45 degrees west-420 
feet, thence west—900 feet bock to the point of beginning, containing so many acres, etc.

THE 
FORD COUNTY FARM BUREAU 


By Richard Esworthy 


The Ford County Farm Bureau was organized in 1919. The early by-laws 
state: ‘‘The object of this association shall be to create a county-wide organ- 
ization to advance and improve the agriculture in Ford County; to affiliate with 
the Illinois Agricultural Association and the American Farm Bureau Federation; 
to cooperate with the Illinois State College of Agriculture and the United States 
Department of Agriculture in the employment of a County Agent (Farm Adviser); 
to develop a definite program of work that will bring to Ford County a better ec- 
onomic, social and educational condition in order to make farming more profitable 
and country life more attractive.” 


Issues, problems, and activities have changed during the years; Farm Bureau 
has changed with them. The long time aim of Farm Bureau -- better farm living-- 
has remained the same. 

The state-wide Farm Bureau, The Illinois Agricultural Association, was re-organized in 1919 so that farmers could be more effective 
on legislative matters in Springfield. Each member of the Ford County Farm Bureau is also a member of the [AA. The American Farm 
Bureau Federation was organized in 1919 to better serve the interests of farmers on nationwide issues. All state farm bureaus are cur- 
rently members of the AFBF. 


FARM BUREAU OFFICE — MELVIN, ILLINOIS 


At least seven of the eleven Farm Bureau-sponsored marketing and purchasing cooperatives in Illinois serve Ford County. The Ford 
County Service Company, a member of Illinois Farm Supply Company, has FS petroleum products, feed, fertilizer, and other supplies need- 
ed by farmers. The ‘‘Country Companies’’ insurance service serves Farm Bureau members with a complete line of insurance. 


Producers Seed Company, headquartered in Ford County, supplies premium hybrid seed corn and small seeds. The Illinois Grain Corp- 
oration is a forward looking statewide grain merchandising cooperative through which member cooperative elevators sell grain. Service 
is furnished local cooperative lockers through the Illinois Locker Association. 


The Illinois Agricultural Auditing Association serves by accurately and economically auditing the books of your Farm Bureau and its 
local cooperatives. Ford County Farm Bureau supplies animal health products to its members from IIlinois Farm Bureau Serum Associa- 
tion. These cooperatives pay real estate and income taxes just like any other American free enterprise business. 


Farm Bureau has always been vitally interested in tax and legislative matters. Farm Bureau committee members and staff inspected 
and appeared for or against many of the 2699 bills introduced recently into the Illinois Legislature. 


Briefly here are a few of the results of farmers working together in Farm Bureau at Springfield and Washington. The IIlinois Cooper- 
ative Law (1923-25-27) and the Cooperative Marketing Act (Capper-Volstead Law) permitted farmers to set up their own cooperative bus- 
inesses. Farm Credit where farmers have a voice is offered through Production Credit Association and Federal Land Bank Association. 
Rural electrification and telephones helped farmers achieve their objective -- the best Service at the lowest cost. There were no farm 
programs in existence until Farm Bureau members assisted in developing the legislation. Farmers may receive refund on state and fed- 
eral gas tax paid on non-highway used gasoline. The 10% allocation to rural roads of the state gasoline tax provides about $180 per year 
per mile of town ship road. 


Farm Bureau remains active in all matters of legislation which affects farmers. More equitable taxation is currently an important pol- 
icy and activity of Farm Bureau to improve rural living. 


Construction of the Farm Bureau organization is not complete. Each day brings new problems and situations that must be solved. 
Improvements must continually be made as progress demands. Every farmer should accept the opportunity and challenge of building a 
better Farm Bureau tomorrow by actively helping set and carry out the policies of his organization.
